Mrs. Chadwick's $5, 


Can't Secure $15, 


N*B\V YORK, Dec. 9.—Mrs. Cassie L. 


Chadwlck last night occupied out- of 
the scantily 
furnished cells 
In the 


Tombs. 
After a fruitless search all 


day for hail, her HttorneyB gave up the 
flight last iiiKiit and Philip Carpenter 
her chief counsel, after a final effort I" 
.secure the $15.000 necessary for her re- 
lease, stood in the corridor of the fed- 
eral building at 9 o'clock when U. S. 
Marshall Ilenkel threw open the double 
doors of hie office and led the woman 
out on her way to prison. . 


Warden Flynri met the party at the 


Tombs and after the usual --elinilna- 
rles had been attended to, ti.o woman 
asked permission to have her nurse 
remain with her. This was denied, the 
warden saying: that she should have no 
privileges 
not 
allowed other prison- 


ers, 


Mrs. Chadwlck gave a .hand-bag and 


a few trinkets to the nurse and .whis- 
pered some instructions to her son. 
Marshal Henkle formally 
turned Ills 


prisoner over to the warden anil she 
was taken to the matron's room. She 
asked to say good-night to her son. and 
the lad eagerly rushed to his mother 
and embraced her. Then she was led 
away to the inner office where her pedi- 
gree was taken and she was assigned 
to a. cell. The Bon and nurse entered 
ji carriage and were driven to a hotel. 


While on a couch in the United States 


marshal's office, awaiting a bondsman, 
Mrs. 
Chadwlck gave a representative 


of the Associated Press a statement In 
which she denied relationship to Mrs. 
York of San Francisco, who gave out 
an interview today, telling of the earl- 
ier life of Mrs. Chadwlck. 


When asked 
concerning 
Andrew 


Carnegie's connection with her linan- 
cial affairs, she declined absolutely to 
talk, referring her Interviewer to her 
counsel. 
Yesterday was no doubt one of ihe 


most momentous days in Mrs. Chad- 
wick's history. It commenced with her 
early departure from her hotel for the 
federal building and ended with her 
incarceration in the Tombs- 


To add to her cup of woe. it was 


learned last night that a charge of for- 
gery would very likely be made against 
the woman 
in 
Ohio, based • on- 
the 


Carnegie notes and other papers given 
as'securities for loans.

York hotels. Her dinner consisted of 
an orange, a ham sandwich and a piece 
of cake, brought to her by her son, 
from a Broadway lunch counter.

ers preparing1 for the morning's break- 
fast aroused her. 


Airs. Zevey. the matron in the Tombs, 


saw Mrs. Chadwlck about 7.30 o'clock 
and told her of the routine of the 
prison. She told Mrs. Chadwick thnt 
If she did not care for the prison fare 
she could send out for her meals or 
got them from he restaurant at 
the 


prison. Mrs. Chadwlck decided to make 
use of the prison restaurant. 
She left 


word that only her counsel should be 
admitted to see her. Freda, the nurse 
of Mrs. Chadwick. wns ai Ihe Tombs 
early today awaiting-Km!!, Mrs. Chnd- 
wick's son. nnd to see the prisoner. For 
fear that Mrs. Chadwlck might do her- 
self bodily harm, Marshal Henkel had 
a woman attendant specially detailed to 
watch her all -night from without the 
cell, but near enough (o be at hand on 
a moment's notice.

The Russian Struggle For Adequate Representation 


HEN a few months ngo 


Prince Sviatupolk-Mir- 
sky was appointed Rus- 
sian minister of the in- 
terior 
tlie 
diplomatic 


world n2cuivud the in- 
telligence with varying 


emotions. At first thought It appeared 
to be a direct reversal of the traditional 
policy of the empire. The new digni- 
tary, a man of aristocratic environ- 
ment find nn open champion of princi- 
ples so liberal that iheir proper exem- 
plification would involve reconstruction 
of the existing order, was better known 
in social circles than 
in the inner 


haunts of diplomacy. It is difficult (o 
believe that the prince could have been 
taken seriously even in his own coun- 
try. 
It must have been palpable to ev- 


erybody that the sentiments upenly 
avowed by this rich and powerful no- 
bleman were the selfsame doctrines, 
which were sending multitudes uf leys 
Ktrongly intrenched men and wumen to 
Siberia and worse. 


.For yeurs the "fad of the MIrskys," 


as it was termed, had afforded infinite 
amusement to the court circles of the 
Russian capital. The princess was no 
less devoted to the cult than was her 
husband, and Imitators were not lack- 
ing. H became the fashion to "go to 
the Mirskys for tea and treason." At 
these Hoclal affairs the prince and his 
cultivated wife were the only serious 
persons present, and their seriousness 
•was not suspected. The prince's ap- 
pointment came like a cataclysm. All 
Russia gasped. The conservatives were 
shocked into silence, ana the radicals 
halted midway between rejoicing and 
tears. Nobody Deemed to know what it 
meant, and no two persons were agreed 
as to the cause of It. To the outside 
world It appeared to be either the n'nn 
stand taken by an autocrat who had 
become a convert to the doctrine of 
constitutional rights or the weak con- 
cession of a terrified despot compelled 
to offer a HOP to his forcibly held prov- 
inces. 


Some there were, no doubt, who pre- 


ferred to look upon the matter us a 
perpetuation of the "Mlrsky joke." The 
prince's dignity and earnestness made 
their contention absurd. From the first 
he grasped the power conferred upon 
him by his oHiee with firmness and in- 
telligence. Those who predicted disas- 
ter have been brought to wonder'and 
admire. The nation once more breathes 
freely, and all parties and reforms have 
begun to hope-. 
,. 


Today the situation in the Russian 


capital is unparalleled. Even the Asi- 
atic war and its attendant problems 
have been relegated to second place In 
Uie minds of the people, who are luxu- 
ijfating in a license of liberal speech 
hitherto unknown in all the Russias. 
For the first time in the history of the 
empire the subject of representative 
government is being discussed freely by 
those whose silence has heretofore been 


the price of toleration. "With the panc- 
tion of the new. minister the aemstvo 
representatives have been permitted to 
meet, at the capital and to declare 
themselves EIH follows: 


"In order to secure the proper devel- 


opment of the life of the state and the 
people it is imperatively necessary that 
there be' regular participation of HU- 
fiop.nl representatives, sitting as an es- 
pecially elected body, to make laws,
